Borneo is the land of apes and 
monkeys. It contains thirteen spe- 
cies of the quadrumana, Lexving th. 
genus hom. out of the question, the 
vurang-outan occupies the third place 

com the aighest ia the kingdom. 
The gorilla is given the highest place, 
next in order the chimpanzee, und 
third the eurang-outan. The ourang 
agrees with the gorilla and chimpan- 
zee in positive size add quility of the 
brain, but its fore limbs as compared 
with the hiod limbs are longer than 
theirs. Among the higher apes the 
ourang comes nearest to man in the 
number of «ibs, twelve pairs, and form 
of the corel ral hemispheres, but dif- 
fers from him in other respects, es 
peeially in the limbs, more than du 
the gorilla and chimpanzee. The 
male ouran, is marked by remarkable 
check eallosities. These seem purely 
ornamental and are not controlled by 
voluntary muscles. They vary in 
width from 104g to 13 inches, The 
most striking feature of the ourang is 
in its massive and muscular arm und 
hand, on which the animal depends 
maioly for locomotion. When an 
ourang is asleep the most natural po- 
sition be can assume is grasping firmly 
u branch with each hand. Sometimes 
the hair is abundant, coarse and ten 
to fifteen inches in length, and in 
o.her specimens it is scaut, short and 
much finer, The louse skin on the 
throat and breast often hangs in

Externally the ourang seems to have 
no neck at all, the heud being set 
sjuarely down upon the shoulders. 
The chest is mas-ive, but the pelvis is 
small and the lower limbs are sinail, 
short and comparatively weak. The 
ourang never never sits down. The 
legs seem to possess almost as much 
freedom of movement as the arms. 
Each individual of the Bornean our- 
ungs differ< from his fellows, aud has 
as many facial peculiarities ‘belonging 
to himself alune as can be found in 
the individuxis of any unmixed race 
of human beings. According to my 
experience, Mr. Hornaday said, our- 
angs differ from each other fully a> 
much as either Chinese or Japanese, 
ifnot more. The faces of the more 
intelligent ourangs are capable of a 
great variety of expressions, an: iu 
some the exhibition of the varion; 
passions, which are popularly sup- 
posed to belong to human beings 
alone, is traly remarkable. I had in 
my pussession in Borneo four young 
living ourangs. Taree were duil and 
intractable, but the fourth was

both to E1irepeans and the natives 
themselves. For weeks it lived in the 
same room with me so that [ watched 
it almost constantly. The expression 
of its face was highly intelligent, 
while the intellectual development of 
its forehead and eutire craniu:‘n would 
have been quite alarming to avy enemy 
of the theory. of evolution. This 
specimen was a fine healthy male in- 
fant about seven or eight mouths old.

SEVENTY-SIX DAYS - 


Except the Bark of Trees, Green Rye, 
Berries and the Tops of Shrubbery. 


From the New York Sun. 

Newsuren, Aug. 20.— Patrick 
Smith, aged 55 years, lived in the 
Verplanck Woods nine weeks and four 
days without food (the last five with- 
out water) except the bark of trees, 
green rye, berries, and the top of 
shrubbery that he gnawed off. Mr. 
Smith has been a hard-werking me- 
chanic, robust ate strong. About 
fourteen years ago he fell from a slip- 
pery ladder and injured his head and 
other parts of his body. About six 
years ago a large iron chain, with 
which he was hoisting a heavy planxk, 
broke in two, and one epd of the chain 
struck Lim on the head. These ac- 
cidents with the malaria fever, caused 
mental derangment, which at times 
made him wholly irresponsible for hi- 
acts. Imagining that he was not 
wanted about home, on the 23d of 
June last, Smith disappeared, and al- 
though a vivilant search was made for 
him by his friends, nothing was learn- 
ed of him until, at 10 o’clock on 
Wednesday night, John Madigan and 
Patrick Ryan brought the tidings to 
this city that he had been found in 
the Verplanck Wood. As was the 
case with many others, including 
Smith’s son, these men could not re- 
cognize

although they had known and associ- 
ated with him for many years. When 
Smith was brought home his wife and 
family could recognize him only by 
his voice, which was weak aud al- 
most inaudible. His hair hung down 
over his shoulders. and his thick mat- 
ted whiskers covered every inch of his 
face. His eyes were bloodshot, had 
a wild and savage look, and were sunk 
far into his head. His fingers and 
hand were so thin that they looked 
like the frame of an umbrella. He 
was so wenk that he could not lift his 
head from the bed, and his voice 
could hardly be heard. Dr. P. M. 
Barclay, who was summoned, said 
that he might possibly have lived a 
day or two longer in his mountainous 
retreat, but no longer. To-day Mr. 
Smith is better, and it is thought he 
will get well. The spot where Mr. 
Smith secluded himself is on the top 
of a high hill. It overlooks the works 
of the Pennsylvania Coal company 
aud the Hudsoa river. Mr. Smith 
says he could teil it was Sunday by 
the absence of the workingmen on 
that day. He says he never closed 
his eyes at night. It was then that 
he strolled arouod until he got 80 
weak that he could not move. In the 
daytime, when he saw any one .ap- 
proaching he hid himself in a hollow 
circle covered with bushes, and trees. 
Chere is not a birch tree on the bill 
that has not been stripped of its bark, 
and the tops of the bushes about 
the spot where Mr. Smith was found 
have been knawed off.
